SQUIGGLE SERIES 


Ron Rezek’s “Squiggle” desk series is the latest from his furniture 
collection. Through his innovative use of plastic covered corrugated 
aluminum, Rezek introduces a soft texture to the hard edges of the 
desk top and storage pedestal. The desk is composed around a steel 
beam that connects corrugated legs, supports a Colorcore laminate 
top, and functions as a modesty panel. A hinged wireway discreetly 
carries power cords across the back of both the desk and return. 

With or without casters the storage pedestal fits neatly under the 
desk top. The standard color palette is black, grey, and white, with 
custom colors available by special order. Squiggle legs can be 
adapted to form a table base, in which the role of corrugated metal 
panel and steel joistis reversed, as the joist is carried by the panels. 

In his search for the contemporary aesthetic, Rezek eludes historic 
reference and the controversial influences emanating from Milan, 
while at the same time flirting with contemporary local trends and 
high-tech imagery. The resulting style is one unique to Ron Rezek, 


one that avoids categorization, one that is utterly Californian. m 
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|, for one, however, did not know about such 
things as an electric power substation or- 
namented with colorful, whimsical whirligigs 
constructed by two elderly folk artists, or 
bronze footprints cast in a sidewalk with num- 
bers and arrows to portray a dance-step dia- 
gram, both in Seattle; or a temporary garden 
court constructed with painted tires and 36,700 
pastel-colored sugar wafers on the campus of 
MIT Nor did | know that there existed in New 
York City a female artist with the job description 
of “artist in residence” for the New York City 
Department of Sanitation. Also in New York 
City, on a certain subway, riders can view 
through their windows a 300 foot-long illumi- 
nated box containing a series of 228 hand- 
painted abstract images that produce a 25-sec- 
ond animated motion-picture sequence for the 
passing occupants. The descriptions of these 
projects and many others provide a fascinating 
glimpse of the great diversity of works that have 
so expanded the concept of public art in recent 
years. 

Of special interest were the many discus- 
sions of projects that involved the rather rare 
concept of collaborations between artists and 
architects. These collaborations involved the 
artists at the early stages of a building project, 
and actually allowed them a role in the design 
of the resulting public spaces (and, in one 
example, parts of the building itself). This is a 
radical departure from the usual procedure of 
bringing the artist in at the end of things to 
attempt to “decorate” the plaza with an isolated 
piece of art. The art work produced has merit 
as an independent object, but all too often it 
adds nothing to, and somtimes detracts from, 
the site that it is placed upon. 

The fine essays in this book document a 
period of intense activity and great innovation 
in American public art. For any reader who has 
an interest in this widening arena, but who 
might be wondering just how current his or her 


knowledge is, this book provides a fun way to 


find out. m

Book Review 


The fascination with Insights/On Site begins 
when one first picks it up, for the book design 
itself is nearly as creative and intriguing as the 
projects that are described within. 

The top left corner of the book has been cut 
off and attached to the cover with a velcro but- 
ton. One cant resist pulling it off and opening 
it, trying itin place to see if it really fits, reattach- 
ing it. It provides a miniature version of the 
participatory type of art experience that is a 
key ingredient to the enjoyment of many of the 
public art works portrayed inside. 

Once past the cover, one finds inside this 
little book (79 pages) acollection of fine essays 
which present a sampling of recent innovative 
projects in the public art field. These essays 
are written by arts administrators and consul- 
tants, an architect and an artist. The sites they 
discuss range from New York to Seattle. There 
are no lowa projects included in the essays, 
but in the preface, editor Stacy Paleologos Har- 
ris compliments Davenport, lowa as a commu- 
nity that has pioneered on the frontiers of public 
art. He includes several illustrations of Sol 
LeWitt's sculpture and graphics at the Daven- 
port Civic Activities Center. 

The owners and sponsors for the various 
works include governments and government 
agencies, universities, shopping centers, and 
land developers. Many of these projects were 
supported by the Visual Arts Program of the 
National Endowment for the Arts, which also 
supported the publication of this book. But the 
essays also rightly include many projects un- 
dertaken through state and local percent-for- 
art funds as well as those initiated by artists. 

Unless one has been paying close attention 
to the public art scene, this book can be some- 
thing of an eye-opener. Most of us with even 
a casual interest in contemporary art know 
about Oldenburg's umbrella in Des Moines, 
Picasso's huge figure in weathering steel at 
the Chicago Civic Center, and Maya Ping Lin's 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial in Washington, 
D.C.

the existing concrete overhang at the south 
exterior wall. Light from along the raised plat- 
form floods deep into the interior, enlivening a 
once worn, shadowy space. This is the seating 
area of choice for many. 

Precious additional square feet were also re- 
claimed from a mechanical tunnel that ran the 
full length of the wall opposite the veranda. 
Generous enough for use as a Service corridor, 
it effectively separates the constant and annoy- 
ing flow of food carts and people to the private 
meeting rooms beyond the cafeteria. A gridded 
plane of sandblasted glass divides this corridor 
from the dining area, visually expanding the 
space and serving as a monumentally scaled 
screen across which pulses a pink neon heart 
wave. 

A classic white, grey, and black color palette 
provides a connective and mediating element 
as one makes the entry, serving, and dining 
progression. The gleaming surfaces of black 
and white Italian floor tiles and lacquered 
plywood panels are used to crisply define those 
areas where food is prepared and presented. 
Cool, grey blends of wool tailors cloth soften 
the visual effect on paneled wall surfaces and 
reduce dining room noise. Black tube extru- 
sions spanning between white lacquered col- 
umns serve as a emphatic punctuation mark 
and provide an even wash of uplight against 
the exposed concrete pan ceiling. With flexibil- 
ity an all important requirement, fluorescent 
and incandescent lighting can be dimmed and 
switched from a single control point to accom- 
modate dining, conferences, banquets and 
other social events. Tables sized for two, four 
or six people that can be grouped together to 
accommodate larger parties provide a flexible, 
easy way of conveying a “restaurant” ambi- 
ence. Since the cafeteria provides the primary 
source of social interaction within the hospital, 
creating the feeling of intimate spaces and al- 
lowing choices was a pervasive consideration. 

The grid of the ceiling structure, the wall 
panels and the etched glass dividers are inten- 


tionally modest in expression. They are meant

The fact that hospital food service operations 
have habitually been viewed with a combina- 
tion of disdain and resignation is as much a 
result of the trauma associated with a hospital 
stay and the surrounding clinical environment 
as the almost unreal demands for efficient, fast 
service and widely varying, specialized diets. 
Patients, visitors and the medical staff undoub- 
tedly have different and often changing eating 
preferences. Satisfying everyone's expecta- 
tions is clearly a formidable task. 

With these well known problems firmly in 
mind, lowa Methodist Medical Center ap- 
proached their cafeteria remodeling project in- 
tent on providing a quality, attractive menu in 
a dining environment that offered a respite from 
the high tension and pace of the hospital work 
place. Brooks Borg and Skiles' simply stated 
directive was to create a place where you would 
like to go to lunch. Beyond remedial updating 
of wall and floor finishes, reorganization of the 
serving line to accommodate the flood of noon- 
time users and expansion of the seating capac- 
ity were the only specific, initial goals. 

Working with food service consultant Robert 
Rippe and Associates, the architects reor- 
ganized the once dreary serving lines to pro- 
vide “free flow” between food centers. Ease of 
circulation and variety in menu were promoted 
through an arrangement of discrete service 
counters that avoid the delays of conventional 
single-line layouts. Emphasis was placed on a 
logical progression from entry to exit and artful 
presentation of the food itself. The most deci- 
sive move was the redirection of the flow of 
people. Where formerly diners were thrust di- 
rectly into a sea of tables and chairs from amid 
the noise and commotion of the serving line, 
they now approach the cashiers with a view of 
downtown Des Moines. The cashiers and food 
are fully screened from the seating spaces, pre- 
serving privacy for those tables nearest the 
servery. 

The cafeteria's most important amenity is a 
sunlighted 1000 sq. ft. veranda that was impro- 
vised by attaching a band of sloped glass to

Cafeteria dining has long meant 
shuffling along an endless tray 
line attended by faceless 
servers, assaulted by an unap- 
petizing assortment of bland 
food and sitting amid a chaotic 
crush of tables and clanging 
chairs. No more. Cafeterias are 
being designed with a restau- 
rant ambience rather than with 
institutional character, reflect- 
ing their elevated status as a 
morale building corporate perk.

as devices to organize the space and not as 
an overpowering focus of the design. Furniture, 
all of it new or custom made, is unobtrusive. 
With nearly 1200 persons streaming through 
during peak hours of operation, the architects 
have consistently opted for simple and re- 
strained detailing to achieve a tranquil, refresh- 
ing dining atmosphere.

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and blue inlayed accent tiles. The gloss black 
and stainless steel detailed bar is flanked by 
symmetrical stepped walls screening stairs to 
both the lower level and the upper mezzanine. 
Mirrors at the back bar complete the cove 
lighted ceiling and reinforce the depth of the 
transverse axis. 

The rear mezzanine dining areas are soft- 
ened with grey carpet, while the banquet and 
chair upholstery is a contrasting, rich teal 
green. Tables are black with ribbed stainless 
steel edging. Red and grey flat bar railings vis- 
ually and physically contain the dining areas. 

The essence and focus of the design is a 
stepped and layered soffit of drywall construc- 
tion that races along the ceiling from the en- 
trance to the rear. This linear form is echoed 
with strings of various colors of neon lighting, 
selected for enhancement of skin tones and 
complimentary to food as well. 

Together, these forms and the carefully or- 
chestrated lighting serve to unify the space and 
create an electric drama within the exposed 
and sandblasted brick and terra cotta walls. 
They also reinforce the odd proportion of the 
old brick structure, boldly accentuating rather 
than hiding its awkward length. Most impor- 
tantly, the neon waves of light directly oppose 
the typical dark and woody restaurant concept, 
creating a bright, cheerful and unexpected din- 


ing environment. s 


Givanni's 
Restaurant 
lowa City, lowa 


Situated in the heart of lowa City's renovated 


and restored central business district mall, 
Givanni's is a decisively different restaurant for 
this college town. The objective of the owner, 
Jim Mondanaro, and the architects, Pappa- 
george/Haymes Ltd., was to create an atmos- 
phere for dining that was both sophisticated 
yet casual, elegant yet comfortable, dramatic 
yet restrained. In appealing to both students 
and older residents, the need was to create a 
place for special occasion dining that would 
still be visited on a regular basis. The fare was 
to be moderately priced, high quality, Amer- 
ican/Italian cuisine. 

The space is a turn of the century, 19 foot 
wide slice of a building that is 163 feet long 
Only a third of the structure contains two 
stories. Of the 4200 total square feet available, 
the kitchen occupies nearly 1100 square feet 
to the rear. The balance is distributed between 
a twenty seat bar area and 120 dining seats. 

The bar area is designed about a cross axis 
to the long, narrow plan, which is symmetrically 
reinforced by two stairs that lead to the mez- 
zanine above. The floor above appears to float 
away from the perimeter wall and creates a low 
intimate space for the bar. The bar itself is 
finished entirely in sharp black, red, and silvery 
metal grey. 

Colors and surface treatments recall the fun 
and sophistication of the Art Deco era. The bar 


floor is black 12" x 12" ceramic tile with grey

Givanni's has eschewed the 
tired, woody restaurant con- 
cept, creating in its place a 
simple and vibrant interior 
through layered, linear wall 
planes and strings of neon.

The most important thing in designing a deli is 
to make it look like a deli. There is little program 
to wrestle with. No electronics, simple equip- 
ment, and few code problems allow an architect 
to have some fun. Without technical booby 
traps, a designer can concentrate on his goal, 
which is to look like a deli, and get people to 
come inside. 

City Deli's owner, Michael LaValle, wanted a 
slick New York image. Ceramic tile, industrial 
light fixtures and neon tubing all attempt to give 
this sophisticated flair. The major elements, 
corrugated aluminum tubes and sheet corru- 
gated aluminum, were added to further bounce 
the neon light, give the deli a strong sense of 
entry, and realize the client's vision. 

The Kaleidoscope Mall is the "street," the 
east end rotunda the "square" and City Deli 
Des Moines' version of San Francisco's and 
New York's street faced delis. These are places 
where fast food is at your elbow as you walk 
down the street, made fun by accentuating its 
sensual qualities. 

The classically organized plan, with axial 
symmetry about the food case, provides a 
small haven from which to select prepared 
salads, meats, cheeses and baked goodies. 
Shiffler Frey Baldwin Clause, Architects de- 
veloped the plan in direct response to its envi- 
ronment. It is on axis with the three story 
rotunda of the Kaleidoscope Mall in downtown 
Des Moines and is immediately opposite the 
eastern most street access and skywalk con- 
nections to the mall. The axial solution pointing 
at the incoming shoppers was the obvious sol- 
ution. 

The 1200 square foot space is divided into 
three simple rooms to seat 40 people in a way 
that highlights eating and showcases the food. 
If that wasn't enough to say deli, twenty-six 
inch high red neon letters certainly get the mes- 
sage across. ©

symbolize the more private dining space below. 


Space adjacent to the building's ground floor 
lobby entrance was developed into a lounge 
and main entrance. It establishes a casual, 
open, and inviting character with its rich red 
stained mahogany bar, black lacquered wood 
inlays, brass railings, and beveled glass en- 
trance sidelights. A stand-up bar rail across 
street-level windows permits views to Nollen 
Plaza and the Claes Oldenburg umbrella 
sculpture while patrons enjoy cocktails. 

A vista inward from the lounge reveals the 
atrium cafe-style seating area, one-half level 
below. The atrium includes small black cafe 
tables set on a black and white checkered tile 
floor. Potted trees, natural canvas umbrellas, 
and flowers help to create a garden cafe feel- 
ing. A glossy black grand piano offers a touch 
of elegance and scale. The building's post and 
beam expression, present in the atrium, was 
continued into the lounge and dining areas as 
a unifying element. 

An open stair descends from the lounge 
through the atrium to the dining area; each 
space progressively more formal. The dining 


room ceilings are lowered; and alcoves, formed

One of Des Moines recently renovated historic 
structures, the Homestead Building, contains 
an exciting five-story atrium which, until last 
fall, lacked one important element needed to 
make it a successful space — people. The Metz 
restaurant provided the final ingredient. 

The Metz, anew continental cuisine restau- 
rant and lounge, hired Bussard/Dikis As- 
sociates, Ltd., architects of the Homestead 
Building renovation, to design an “upscale,” but 
not “intimidating,” interior. They desired a quiet, 
elegant space which would provide privacy for 
small groups and be flexible enough to accom- 
modate groups of up to 20. 

The multi-level restaurant and lounge was 
designed to focus on the sky-lit atrium. Views 
were maintained into it from the dining area 
and lounge, as well as from the building lobby. 
The entrance wall is a combination of transpa- 
rent windows and opaque walls with wood trim 
matching the window mullions. Glazing is care- 
fully located to permit visitors to experience 
the three dimensional gridwork of beams and 
columns in the upper atrium levels and chec- 
kered tile floor below. The mullions form a grid, 
closely spaced toward the window's bottom to

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by screens of rounded Honduras mahogany 
frames with patterned etched glass, provide a 
level of intimacy, while upper panels of clear 
glass maintain views to the atrium. The space 
is “open,” but “private,” a pleasant mix. 

Too often, wine cellars are hidden from the 
customer. The Metz cellar, however, opens to 
the dining area with a glass door. Its interior is 
carpeted and furnished so that the diner may 
actually inspect the collection and select a bot- 
tle. The cellar was creatively developed from 
an existing vault below an exterior sidewalk. 

Furnishings and millwork were selected and 
designed to compliment each other. The dining 
chair is a formal fabric-covered chair with 
mahogany arms and legs recalling the 
mahogany wood screens. The rounded black 
lacquered frame of the lounge seating is 
echoed in the bar inlay wood and entrance 
sidelights. This subtle recall of materials in vari- 
ous areas helps to create a unified character 
with a high degree of interest and detailed ele- 
gance. The design objective was to make the 
space pleasing to visit time after time, with the 
level of detail suggesting that one will always 
find a new source of delight. 

Like the spaces, colors flow from area to 
area. Walls are tan with a textured teal wainscot 
of vinyl fabric separated by mahogany trim. 
The ceilings match the tan walls. Dusty blue- 
green beams divide the ceiling into modules 
which reinforce the strong contrast pleasantly 
with the sophisticated color scheme. The stair 
walls, elevator lobby, lounge alcove seating, 
and atrium planter boxes provide color accents 
of mauve and teal. A muted burgundy carpet 
with small flecks of color is used throughout. 

Experiencing the variety of spaces, lighting, 
and materials is part of the fun of the architec- 
ture in the Metz restaurant. What the Home- 
stead Building atrium needed the Metz pro- 
vided — people, plants, color, and activity. The 
atmosphere is only outdone by the quality of 
the food. In a January issue of the Des Moines 
Register; the Grumpy Gourmet column, a reg- 
ular feature which rates area restaurants on 
food, service and ambience on a scale of one 
to five stars, awarded the Metz an envious four 
and one-half stars. In the words of Dave Rhein, 
Grumpy Gourmet columnist, the Metz “has the 
look, the feel, the menu, and the prices of a 


private club without the heavyweight dues.” m

The first floor location of the existing Central 
Life Assurance Company cafeteria was a mis- 
proportioned space with high ceilings and dis- 
colored light fixture lenses. Light level was 
even, but high. Blue vinyl “George Jetson” 
styled chairs sat on a mustard colored, first 
generation carpet tile. Vending machines lined 
one wall with several different “species” of 
wood grain laminate on their fronts. Eating op- 
tions were limited to the vending machines and 
a snack bar. The principle exterior view was an 
alley and adjacent parking lot. 

The recent growth of the company led to a 
reduction of outside building tenants and a reor- 
ganization of the available space. Shifts in de- 
partmental locations required the cafeteria be 
moved from the first floor to the ground floor 
below. The ground floor location, which had 
served as the company's mail and printing 
room, was completely gutted, refurbished and 
enlarged. The east wall boundary to the space 
was set by the relocated print shop and the 
north boundary was the elevator lobby. 

The kitchen operation was limited to support- 
ing catered meals from a local vendor requiring 
minimal supplemental preparation.The basic 
cafeteria organization was dictated by the daily 
delivery of the catered material from the dock 
area. Arriving at the center of the building, the 
goods are transported down one floor through 
an elevator which connects to the north end of 
a service corridor at the building core. The serv- 
ing kitchen was located at the south end of this 
corridor for direct receiving. 

The serving area, adjacent to the kitchen 
and arranged in a linear fashion between col- 
umns, is terminated by a popular salad bar. 
Circulation is clockwise, beginning and ending 
at the elevators, since the majority of employ- 
ees and visitors enter from the upper office 
floors. 

Seating is offered on three levels to provide 
a degree of privacy, individuality and choice. 
The indoor seating capacity was increased to 


125 by reclaiming floor space previously used 


For the past several years 
Central Life Assurance Com- 
pany, a national insurance 
company headquartered in 
Des Moines, has been undergo- 
ing change; change in attitude, 
change in size and change in 
expression. A progressive 
spirit has emerged from a firm 
and building once comfortably 
anchored in the ethics and 
aesthetics of the mid-1950's. In 
1980 Brooks Borg and Skiles, 
Architects-Engineers, began a 
complete, phased remodeling 
which continues today. A new 
look is starting to accompany 


this change in attitude.

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on the vending machine cabinets, where a grey 
plastic laminate was applied as a method to 
limit the usual product hype and provide a un- 
ified appearance. 

Mottled grey Italian tile was selected for the 
high traffic flooring in the entry, serving area 
and stairs and is used on all of the walls, as 
well. A charcoal grey level loop carpet tile pro- 
vides necessary acoustical control in the re- 
maining areas. 

The new cafeteria is modern, progressive, 
and active. This new “hub” of activity now ex- 
presses the attitudes and drives of a revitalized 


company. Mm 
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chrome, as are custom stairs and railings. Arti- 
ficial lighting is indirectly bounced off of the 
reflective aluminum linear metal ceiling from 
suspended fluorescent tube fixtures. Polished 
stainless steel column covers reflect an unex- 
pected column capital effect due to the repeat- 
ing geometry of the ceiling. 

Natural daylight floods most of the dining 
space, mixing with the artificial lighting and re- 
fracting through the glass block handrails onto 
the natural finished oak butcher block counters 
and table tops. Within the otherwise monotone, 
cool grey color scheme the food appears quite 


palatable. The same color relationship is used 


as an exterior areaway. Granite clad masonry 
walls between the structural frame were re- 
placed with overhead sloped glazing, creating 
a greenhouse effect above this newly created 
mezzanine. A new exterior stairway was also 


added from this level up to a private outdoor 


eating area that is completely surrounded by 


the original granite planter walls. Existing con- 
ifers were replaced with a warm tone concrete 
patio interspersed with deciduous plantings 
and outdoor seating groupings. 

Reflective finishes play with the lighting 
throughout the revitalized cafeteria space. 


Metal finishes on the chairs and tables are 


These level changes and their layout ac- 
complish something worthy of note. Very quiet 
groups as well as more rambunctious gather- 
ings can be accommodated at the same time 
without interference from each other. Pro- 
gressing from the dance floor area to the upper 
level the mood becomes increasingly more 
subdued and intimate. Reinforcing this is a 
carefully tuned sound system which can sooth 
or stimulate depending on your location. 

Reigning over all this is a color scheme that 
is warm and humane. Meant more to relax than 
to excite, the natural oak and deep earthtones 
are rich and well-coordinated. The colors and 
forms of the furnishings are pleasing to the eye 
and to the touch. 

The Brass Ring is not flashy, gimmicky, or 
cutting-edge design. It is classic, warm, and 
alluring. It accommodates its function with a 
quiet dignity and grace not often found. It ac- 
complishes what few drinking establishments 


do — it relaxes and excites simultaneously. M

Dubuque, lowa 


No matter how one attempts to define 
Dubuque, it is a confounding city. If several 
years ago it appeared to be aging and unstable, 
in recent times it has shown incredible resi- 
liency and downright ambition. Throughout the 
city, new institutions and forms are juxtaposed 
with a wealth of history unmatched by any other 
lowa city. It is progress with a purpose and that 
purpose is the perpetuation of a diverse and 
vital community. 

It is no surporse, then, that the Brass Ring 
Lounge was built. Running counter to a tradi- 
tion of neighborhood bars catering to regular 
customers, the Brass Ring is unashamedly so- 
cial and extroverted. Its form and layout create 
an atmosphere where people go to watch and 
to be watched. 

Located in the Dubuque Inn, one of the city's 
major hotels, it draws patrons from a large 
radius surrounding Dubuque. During the day 
it attracts a small lunch crowd and toward after- 
noon a large spread of hors d'oeuvres and mun- 
chies entice large numbers of people for an 
after-work drink. 

Aclear hierarchy of spaces is accomplished 
by using three different floor levels. The lower 
level dance floor and seating surround a 
podium where disc jockeys play music, control 
lighting, and operate a video screen. 

The second level is the main seating area 
where a variety of chairs encircle the lower 
level. Breuer chairs are arranged with counter 
height rattan stools and built-in couches 
around wood and laminate tables. 

Also at this level is a very long oak bar well 
placed to control activity with the lounge and 
providing more than ample space to customers 
and employees alike. Cove lighting, polished 
brass trim, and a row of thriving ivy set the bar 
off from the rest of the space. 

The third level i5 the most intimate and com- 
fortable area of the lounge. Tuxedo couches, 
brick wall finishes, and bookshelves laden with 
unread volumes give a quiet dignity to this 


space.

Running on the 
scenic 109 mile Cedar Valley rail line from 
Waterloo, lowa, north to Glenville, Minnesota, 
this pleasure trip in the “Velvet Rose” and 
“Snowbird” dining cars departs from Glenville 
and Lyle in Minnesota, and Osage, Waverly 
and Waterloo/Cedar Falls in lowa, on round 
trips scheduled out of Osage. 

The three hour train-trip and four-course din- 
ner is 56 miles round trip, propelled by a pair 
of 1,650 diesel horsepowered engines built in 
1949 and refurbished by Haley, a Washington, 
D.C. entrepreneur. With a fully-equipped 
kitchen car this train can accommodate 144 
diners in air-conditioned comfort at a leisurely 
pace of less than 15 mph. Each car has 18 
dining tables set next to individual windows 
that are a part of an Art Deco design reminis- 
cent of those luxury Clippers of the 1940s and 
1950s. 

This glimpse back in time provides a relaxing 
look at the scenic Cedar River Valley in amode 
of transportation that has not been enjoyed for 
many years by some of us or, possibly, not at 


all by most of us. 1
